Tennessee, which has not been de- 
feated in three seasons, will be out 
to keep its record clean when it meets 
South Carolina at Knoxville. Mary- 
land and Western Maryland, two old 
state rivals, play at Baltimore. 

Florida’s Alligators are booked in 
an intersectional tontest with the 
University of Oregon at Miami. The 
coast eleven is on its way to the 
south and will reach Miami in time 
for a drill Friday afternoon.

Two Southern conferénce football players have achieved 
All-American places on an authoritative eleven. They are Gene 
McEver, Tennessee halfback, and ‘Bull’ Brown, Vanderbilt 
guard, who were placed on the first team selected by that quar- 
tet of famous coaches, Bill Roper, Dan McGugin, Howard Jones 
and Bob Zuppke. 

The selections of these able coaches representing the 
best opinion in the east, south, middle west and far west 
always command respect. They make their nomina- 
tions annually for The Constitution and the North Amer- 
ican Newspaper Alliance. 

Another quartet of coaches representing the same sections 
also will make an All-American selection soon and no doubt will 
name one or more southern players. It is possible that others 
than McEvers and Brown will be named. 

The New York Evening Post on a nation-wide ballot 
of sports editors evolved an All-American team with 
Sington, Alabama tackle, and Banker, Tulane halfback, 
aboard. The New York Evening Sun had Banker and 
Brown on their second team on a similar system of selec- 
tion. , 
The point is that southern football players are receiving an- 

nually more recognition for All-American honors. In other 
years it was an event worth an eight-column streamer when one 
southern player was placed on the late Walter Camp’s eleven. 
Now one sort of expects an All-American berth to be won by a 
southerner. : 

And indeed with so many worthwhile All-American selec- 
tions coming out every week, honors are more generally dis- 
tributed and a closer approximation of justice done to worthy 
players in every section.

Four Others for Last 
Two Places.

LOS ANGELES, Cal, Dec. 2.— 
(North American Newspaper. Alli- 
ance.)—-UOur professional golf cham- 
pionship got off today with an ap- 
propriate theatrical Hollywood start 
when five players, myself included, 
found, after the regular 36-hole quali- 
fying rounds had been played, that 
we had to go out again and battle 
for the last two places in the first 
round of match play. 

It required a score of 148 to get in 
outright and five of us who did 149 
played off until darkness stopped the 
affair, with Bill Mehlhorn,. Henry 
Cuici and myself still working for 
the last two places. 

Kither Henry, Bill or myself will 
be a spectator tomorrow and we have 
to get out on the fifth tee at 8:30 
o'clock. They tell me I can’t be late 
this time. 

LOWEST SCORE. 

It was somewhat unfair for the five 
golfers, who had taken 149 to play 
the two qualifying rounds, to grab the 
spotlight from Fred Morrison, the 
Southern California golfer who won 
the medal with 136, the lowest score 
ever made in a P. G. A. qualifying 
round. His 65 in the afternoon was 
easily the best thing of the day but 
the crowd found more excitement in 
watching five of us in a “tough spot” 
trying to wiggle out, than in Morri- 
son's remarkable figures. 

Some of the dramatics were elimi- 
nated before dark and I felt sorry for 
AI Houghton, of Baltimore, who went 
out at the first hole when he took a 
five while the rest of us had fours, 
and for Waldo Crowder, who stuck 
along until the long fourth where he 
pulled his third from a heavy lie to 
the left of the green and took a six 
to our fives. 

At the first hole I had a golden op- 
portunity with about a 10-foot putt 
for a three after all the boys had 
played their third, but I couldn't 
make it. 

Some of the actors in the gallery 
seemed to think that I had laid back 
for the playoff and even during it that 

was waiting for the proper moment 
to drop a putt and steal the act: but 
I would have given the whole act to 
anybody, even Bobby Jones, to have 
been sitting in the locker room telling 
funny stories and getting the report 
of the playoff by messengers. 

_I have played in this championship 
eight times and never failed to quali- 
fy. I still have a chance to make it 
but the situation is not one to pro- 
mote a restful night.

Leo Diegel, the defending champion, 
played 71-69—140 to win second place 
in the qualifying round, Johnny Far- 
reli, open champion just before Jones 
grabbed that title at Winged Foot, 
just wiggled in with 148. Ai Espi- 
nosa, runner-up for the open title to 
Jones, is in with 143, playing fine 
golf. Seven members of_the Ryder 
Cup team, all but Joe Turnesa, Ed’ 
Dudley and myself, qualified for the 
match play.

RECEIVER FALLS. 


In one instance, a receiver fell and 
smeared his face on the frozen ground 
because his cleats would not permit 
a quick turn to get him to the ball. 
Another time, early in the game, a 
pass to two Army men, who were ab- 
solutely uncovered, was just two yards 
out of reach. Had the field been bet- 
ter, either or both might have gone 
true, 


On the other hand, one cannot tell 
what the fleet backs of Notre Dame 
might have been able to do on a dif- 
ferent field. Their confidence was 
shaken by. the knowledge that they 
could not maneuver on the _ frozen 
ground. The cold made it difficult 
to handle the ball, with the wind also 
adding its part in making it hard to 
judge throws. 

It seems to me that the Army did 
not cover the pass which Elder inter- 
cepted and ran back for a touchdown. 
It was a play with a fake to the right 
in an effort to draw the secondary 
to that side of the field. It took most 
of the Army team with it, leaving no 
one to cover the left side of the field 
in case of an interception. Possibly 
Cable intended covering the ball, but 
if so he was not fast enough. 


PLAYED BETTER BALL. 


All during the game it seemed to me 
that the Army was not following the 
ball.as keenly as I expected, particu- 
larly on the passes. Elder should not 
have been uncovered and in other in- 
stances similar conditions almost ex- 
isted, 

Outside of this, however, the Army 
played the better ball and deserved a 
tie, at least. This, without taking 
from Notre Dame any of the high 
credit which i. due that eleven. After 
all, it was the extreme speed of Elder 
and the fine covering of passes which 
gave the score. And that is playing 
football, no matter what element of 
luck enters into the proposition. 


The tackling of the army was disap- 
pointing, though it was effective to a 
great e<tent. Man after man was 
tackled around the neck or shoulders 
and this gave Notre Dame many yards 
they would not have gained had the 
tackling been low and hard. The 
play of the lire and the secondary on 
both sides was up to the highest 
standard, aside from the matter of 
tackling. 

HAD RIGHT DOPE. 


Both teams seemed to know every- 
thing the other had and used defenses 
which were highly effective. So tight 
were the defenses that only a break 
could make scoring possible—and 
Notre Dame got the break. The pass- 
ing of the Army center was too high 
_ almost resulted in fumbles several] 
imes. 


Cagle played one of the greatest 
games of his career. He was always 
dangerous. Murrell was effective also. 
On the other hand, the fast Notre 
Dame backs had to be watched like 
hawks, for each carried a threat every 
minute of the game. The line play 
of Cannon was the outstanding fea- 
ture of a game which was far bet- 
ter than the weather. Here is a 
great guard whose ability is beyond 
question. 


IRISH CONFIDENT. 


It seemed to me that the Notre 
Dame team appeared confident of 
Sugcess once that touchdown was 
made, and that they took no chances 
thereafter, which is good football. 
They avoided passes as if they were 
the plague. They held to the ball and 
contented themselves with line plunges 
and end runs. In punting they at- 
tempted to make it impossible for 
Cagle to find an opportunity to run 
back the ball, another instance of fine 
judgment. 

Too much praise for the fine ef- 
forts of every man on the field can 
not be given.

The general market 
closed steady at net declines of 3 to 7 
points. 

The opening was steady at a de- 
cline of 1 to 4 points in response to 
relatively easy Liverpool cables, but 
offerings were light and the market 


soon steadied up on covering and 
trade buying. Reports of continued 
unfavorable weather for saving late 
eotton in the south probably helped 
the tone of the market but much of 
the buying was attributed to covering 
in anticipation of a reduction in esti- 
mates of the crop. 

December contracts sold up from 
17.15 to 17.21 and Mareh from 17.56 
to 17.64, making net advances of 
about 4 to 7 points on the active po- 
sitions. The demand tapered off at 
these figures, however, and prices 
reached the lowest levels of the day 
in the later trading under liquidation 
or reselling by recent buyers which 
appeared to be combined with a little 
more southern selling. December de- 
clined to 17.10 and March to 17.54 
with active months showing net losses 
of 4 to 7 points and closing prices 
were within a point of the lowest. 

Reports that lower prices had stim- 
ulated the demand for print cloths 
in the market here last week and that 
one of the larger houses had sold in 
excess of production for the period, 
ame in for some comment during the 
morning, but evidently made no strong 
impression on sentiment.

In the present quietude of the cot- 
ton market there are two or three fea- 
tures that are being brought into re 
lief. One is the gradual reduction in 
our export movement; another is the 


relatively large stocks that are being 


held on this side of the Atlantic, and 
a third is the small margia of profit 
in the cotton manufacturing business 
of which beth northern and southern 
spinners are complaining. 

In the absence of any speculative 
enthusiasm those who enjoy empha- 
sizing the unpleasant are talking ‘a 
great deal about the bearish situa- 
tion that is attributable to the condi- 
tions mentioned above. The fact that 
exports are still ahead of 1927, al- 
though slightly behind 1928, is ig- 
nored, as are those Who point out 
that a very slight increase in the ex- 
ports hereafter would entirely dispose 
of the excess stocks to which so much 
attention is now being drawn. There- 
fore, the statistical situation, 80, 
called, should not cause any muusgiv- 
ings. A slight increase in the “out- 
of-sight” movement would correct any 
lack of balance that it may show. 

But the attitude and complaints of 
the American cotton manufacturers 
are not so easily disposed of. If true, 
they connote a serious situation, but 
whether they are true or not, they 
may have the effect of persuading the 
entire trade that the position is so 
grave that cotton goods must go lower, 
and that an important decline in the 
price of raw cotton must seon be seen.

Those who enter into such an agree- 
ment may go to jail, but in so far as 
export trade is concerned, this is just 
the sort of agreement that Pesident 
Hoover asked for when he called con- 
gress together in a special session, and 
it seems to us the time has come when 
manufacturers as well as farmers 
ought to be able to get together for 
their own protection. 

Therefore, it is urged that the pow- 
ers that be, including the agricultural 
department, the federal farm board 
and all the committees of congress 
who have any jurisdiction over the 
question, shold immediately take 
steps that would make it possible for 
the manufacturers to combine in their 
own interest. :

Its 
stolidity in the face of a compara- 
tively large crop is ‘remarkable, but 
the situation would be greatly bettered 
by legislation which would put those 
who make cotton goods in a position 
to protect themselves. 

The New York Stock Exchange and 
the cotton market have at last become 
things apart. The liquidation in the 
stock market is not as yet entirely 
eomplete, but the possibility of a pan- 
ic is passed, and the unwinding pro- 
cess that is now to be witnessed on

NEW YQRK, Dee. 2.—(#)—The 
New York Federal Reserve Bank, in 
its monthly review published today, 
indicates that the sharp reductions in 
brokers’ loans and interest rates in 
New York have not been accompa- 
nied by similar improvement in cred- 
it conditions elsewhere, and tend to 
give a misleading impression as to 
general monetary conditions.

tober 16 to November. P 

It adds, however, that “a very 
large amount of loans against securi- 
ties is made, not through brokerage 
houses, but by banks directly to their 
customers, and the available evidence 
indicates that in this period bank 
loans upon securities made directly to 
eustomers have increased rather than 
decreased and hence the total of se- 
curity loans of reporting member 
banks have shown no net decrease 
from October 16, despite some redue- 
tion in bank loans to brokers. The 
liquidation has been almost wholly 
in loans by lenders other than banks.

street, private estimates pointing to 
some decrease in the forthcoming gov- 
ernment report, the improved tech- 
nical position and the grade and sta- 
ple report indicating an increase of 
about 6 per cent in the untenderable 
portion of this crop compared with 
the preceding one. 

Practically the entire certificated 
stock of 88,000 bales was tendered 
‘Monday, and, while the notices finaily 
found resting places with the houses 
that issued them, they. did not do so 
until all the speculative longs in that 

ition had sold outright or trans- 
erred to distant position. In _ the 
meantime the lower trend of the mar- 
ket, coupled with reports of increas- 
ing curtailment, particularly among 
American spinners, resulted in less 
active buying of actual cotton south 
on the part of mills. Consequently 
merchants had to absorb most of the 
offerings and, in doing so, they soid 
futures as a hedge against their pur- 
chases, Thus, for a time, hedge sell- 
ing exceeded price-fixing on the part 
of spinners which necessarily de- 
pressed prices in the absence of spec- 
ulative demand of importance. 

Tone Better. 

The tone of the market during the 
latter part of the week was distinctly 
better. Liverpool cabled that pres- 
sure of liquidation and hedging was 
over for the time being. Moreover, 
that market showed relative firmness 
after having at one time yielded to 
heavy American selling, supposedly in 
the way of liquidation of the long 
end of straddles between Liverpool 
and New York. Hedge pressure be- 
came much lighter and there was con- 
siderable short covering as well as re- 
placement buying. Moreover, in re- 
sponse to decided increase in business 
in cotton goods, spinners fixed prices 
on a larger scale during the final 
days of the week than for some time. 
Completion of December liquidation 
also left the market in better position 
to respond to constructive develop-| 
ments. 

Business in actual cotton south | 
fell sharply below the previous week | 
and also below the corresponding 
period a year ago, but demand was 
broader toward the end than at the 
beginning, Moreover, basis advanced 
further in all parts of the south and 
is now the highest of the season. 
Both domestic and foreign spinners 
showed hesitation about paying the 
high basis asked, but most of the 
better grade cotton in this crop has 
already passed into the hands of mer- 
ehants who are demanding  heav7 
premiums over futures and who scem- 
ingly gre in position to secure what 
they are asking. In the meantime, 
the co-operative associations are with- 
holding a great deal of cotton trom 
the market on the strength of the 
loans obtainable from the federal 
farm board and the very unfavorable 
wenther south is resulting in limited 
offerings from first hands, It 1s, 
therefore, apparent that the spot sit- 
uation is one of exceptional strength. 

Print Cloth Sales. 

The most significant developments, 
aside from the gradual tightening ot 
the spot situation, were the sharp In- 
erense in sales of print cloths and oth- 
er goods in Worth street and the grade 
and staple report showing that only 
7.1 per cent of the current erop

NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—(4)—Stock 
prices drifted about rather aimlessly 
in teday’s curb market. Most of the 
leading issues rallied slightly in the 
early trading, lost their gaiias before 
midday, made them up or tncreased 
them by midafternoon and then back- 
ed and filled towards the close, with 
final quotations irregular. 

Lack of public interest in the mar- 
ket was vidiecved by the light voisime 
of trading, the day's sales aggregating 
only 1,070,300 shares, Most of thc or- 
ders now being received for curb stochs 
are reported to be so far away froin 
the market that there is little chance 
of their being executed while prices 
are moving within the narrow trading 
range of the past week. 

Electric Bond & Share and Cities 
Service. two of the most active pub- 
lie utility issues, closed with frac- 
tional gains. Cities Service recently 
announced it had increased its stock- 
holders list by 50,000 names, or 20 
per cent. In the recent bear market 
the stock fell from 681-8 to 20. Duke 
Power soared 13 points but lost nearly 
half its gain. American & Foreign 


Warrants advanced 15-4. but Asso- 
ciated Gas & Electric issues were 
heavy. 

Interest in the-oils centered largely 
in a few pipe line shares. particularly 
Eureka and Illinois, which advanced 
about 7 points each, Humble Oil, 
which- was placed on a regular $2 
annual basis today, closed fraction- 
ally lower. 

Further weakness developed in the 
mining group, Newmont dropping 
8 1-2 points. Several soft spots also 
cropped out in the aviation group. 
Curtiss Aero Express dropped 20 
points to'a new low at 10 on one sale. 
It had sold as high as 52 7-8 this 
year. Aviation Corporation of the 
Américas dropped nearly 3 points and 
National Aviation 1 3-4. 

New low prices for the year were 
registered by American Yvette, Arc- 
turus Radio Tube, Carman Co., In- 
ternational Textbook, Fred T. Ley, 
Paramount Famous Lasky (when is- 
sued) and Sterchi Bros. 

Deere & Co., lost 15 points on a few 
sales; Associated Rayon preferred 
6 1-8 and Aluminum Company of 
America 4.

Manufacturers of cotton goods gen- 
erally held their prices firm until about 
the middle of the week when they low- 
ered them on print cloths. The re- 
sponse was both prompt and decisive. 

Sales on Wednesday were estimated at 
300,000 pieces, the largest business 
for a long while. Moreover, demand 
carried over Thanksgiving Day and 
one of the largest agencies in Worth 
street is responsible for the statement 
that his firm not only sold more print 
cloths during the week than for any 
similar period since April, but that its 
sales of all goods were substantially in 
excess of production. This contrasts 
strikingly with more recent weeks 
when production has been materially 
larger than sales. Much of the bear- 
ish sentiment prevailing during No- 
vember was predicated on expectation 
ef such shrinkage in sales of goods 
compared with production as to neces- 
sitate heavy curtailment and conse- 
quent loss in consumption, This in- 
erease in sales therefore proved these 

premises to have been somewhat un- 
sound. It may also be noted that con- 

sumption figures for domestic mills 
during November, to be released about 
the middle of December, promise to 
show little loss compared with the 
same months a year ago. 

The grade and staple report is not 
so important from a purely contract 
‘standpoint. The high percentage of 
untenderable cotton naturally tends to 
strengthen the contract position be- 
eause putting the seller on the defen- 
sive. The reah importance of this re- 
port, however, lies in the fact that 
the high percentage of untenderable 


cotton. gives emphasis to the poor spin- 
ning value of this year’s production. 
Cotton is untenderable either because 
the staple is too short or the grade is 
too low and neither condition can 
exist without lowering the output of 
goods or yarn per pound of raw cot- 
ton.

Financing Drops.

Total financing for November 
dropped to $343,000,000 against 
$982,000,000 for October and $874,- 
(00,000 for November of last year. 
Of this total all but $41,000,000 was 
domestic financing. 

November offerings of new securi- 
ties aggregating $343,000,000 included 
$120,000,000 bends and $151,000,000 
stock. For October of this year new 
bond issues aggregated $354,000.000 
with stock offerings at $520,000,000. 
Practically all of the November stock 
flotations were by corporations of- 
fering shareholders rights. 

For the 11 months foreign financ- 
ing here aggregated only $372,000,000 
against $1,480,000,000 for the corre- 
sponding period of 1928. This drop 
was because of the high cost of money 
here created by widespread interest 
in the bull stock market. Domestic 
financing for the 11 months foots 
up $7,994,000,000 against $7,227,000,- 
000 for the corresponding period of 
last year. For the first 11 months 
‘of 1928 the total was made up of 
$4,034,000,000 bonds and $3,192,000,- 
000 stock. This year’s total is made 
up of $3,236,000,000 bonds and 
$4,757,000,000 stock. It is safe to 
predict that for some months to come 
bond offerings will exceed new stock 
issues. Offerings of new securities 
are regulated by publie demand, Un- 
til the general business situation and 
outlook become clearer there is likely 
to be less interest on the part of the 
public in the stock market and more 
in the bond market. 

Interest and dividend payments for 
December foot up $690,000,000 against 
$583,000,000 a year ago. This in- 
crease comes partly from many ini- 
tial, increased and extra dividends and 
partly from increased outstanding cap- 
italization. Dividend payments this 
month will aggregate $278,000,000

The 
principal players are trained for their 
roles from childhood, and those years 
spent in the atmosphere of the story 
nt i made them live the parts they 
piay. 

The play proper, starts with Jesus, 

a man grown, ascending the mountain 
to talk with the Father; then with 
His disciples he descends among the 
people to fulfill his destiny—which 
has given the world the sweetest, 
saddest, most tragic story ever told 
——-with the happiest ending. 
So simply, so tenderly, so beauti- 
fully do the Freiburg Players pre- 
sent the Passion Play that no sect, 
no creed, can possibly find in it 
cause for offence; and the presenta- 
tion to be witnessed here will be giv- 
en with such sympathy and reverence 
that to any mind it will stand alone, 
as among the greatest Biblical produc- 
tions of all times.

Flowers, 65. of 368 McDonough road, 
who was killed November 17, in front 
of the residence by a hit-and-run driver 
as she alighted from a_ street car; 
A. C. MeClain, 55, of 515 Washington 
street, who was killed November 18, 
at‘ Washington street and Richardson 
by a hit-and-run driver, and Miss 
Frances Frasier, 7. of 303 Park Way 
drive, who was killed November 20 at 
Washington street and Richardson 
when she was struck by an automobile 
alleged to have been driven by John 
Farrell, of S87 Hogue street.

SENATE 10 DEGIDE 
ON VARE AT ONG 


Votes Down Motion To 
Delay Decision Until Re- 
port of Election Board 
Is Heard. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Threat- 
ened with a filibuster, the senate 
swept again into the 3-yearold dis- 
pute over the right of Senator-Elect 
Vare, of Pennsylvania, to a seat to- 
day after voting down a move for a 
week's delay by 43 to 31. 

Senator Reed, republican, Pennsyl- 
vania, who moved for the week’s de- 
lay, gave notice before the vote was 
taken that he would ‘“‘feel compelled” 
to prevent a vote on the exclusion of 
Vare until the senate has first re- 
ceived a report from the _ elections 
committee on the contest brought 
against Vare's election in 1926 by 
his democratic opponent, William B 
Wilson. That report is not ig pros- 
pect before late this week. 

The democratic-republican independ- 
ent coalition, which has a majority 
in the senate on the tariff bill, lined 
up almost solidly against Reed’s mo- 
tion, although Senator Norris, repub- 
lican, Nebraska, one of the ‘republican 
independent leaders and the author of 
the resolution to exclude Vare on ac- 
count of his campaign expenditures, 
first proposed a postponement uatil 
next week. 


During the lengthy wrangle over 
procedure, the senate agreed on mo-| 
tion of Senator Borah, of Idaho, an- | 
other of the republican independents, 
to meet at 10:30 a. m. tomorrow and 
continue until 5:30 p, m. daily during 
consideration of the Vare case. 

As Senator Notris began his argu- 

ment against Vare on the basis of the 
report made by the committee which 
investigated his primary campaign and 
reported expenditures of more than 
$785,000 for his ticket, the senate 
elections committee went into session 
to consider a final report on the elee- 
tion contest brought by Wilson. It 
quit long after nightfall to meet again 
tomorrow.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—(P)—A 
program weighted with specific rec- 
ommendations was submitted to con- 
gress today by President Hoover who 
suggested legislation affecting tax re- 
duction, more effective enforcement of 
prohibition, adherence to the world 
court and a multitude of questions 
touching the domestic and interna- 
tional concerns of the American peo- 
ple.

Having struck Atlanta with a dull 


thud Tuesday morning, sending the | 


mercury scurrying down to the lower 
regions until it found a _ stopping 
point at 13.2 degrees, the lowest fig- 
ure of the present season, real wintry 
weather will remain in evidence here 
today despite the “fair and warmer” 
forecast of C. F. von Herrmann, lo- 
cal meteorologist. 

A range from approximately 20 up 
to 35 or 40 is anticipated, Which is 
some advance over Tuesdzy’s ex- 
tremes, but still cold enough to make 
overcoats exceedingly popular here- 
abouts. In any event, Mr. von Herr- 
mann believes that the worst of the 
present cold snap is over and that be- 
ginning this afternoon a warming up 
process should be in order. 

Tuesday’s maximum was an even 
27 degrees, which is not a record, but 
still an unusually low top reading. 
During the whole of last winter the 
thermometer failed to break 20. 

The cold has been coming out of the 
northwest and still is heading south, 
Mr. von Herrmann explained, but At- 
lanta has just about had her share 
for the time being. He expects freez- 
ing temperatures this morning as far 
south as Jacksunville and Atlanta as 
the wave continues to move south- 
werd. Here it will be swallowed up 
by the sunshine of a more southern 
clime to await.the generation of more 
snivers in the north. 

Clear skies and a beaming sun 
helped to give 2 more pleasing aspec 


to the pita tion here Tuesday, . 
failed miserably as a warming ag 
as evidenced by the low maximum 
temperature. These same clear skies 
are scheduled to be on duty here again 
today, Mr. von Herrmann thinks, and 
should prove slightly more effective on 
the mercury in the official themom- 
eter. 


DEATHS IN SOUTH 
REACH 27. 

The south tonight still was fast 
in the grip of a cold wave that has 
taken 27 lives, but looked forward to 
tomorrow and promised moderating 
weather, after lower temperatures 
than prevailed today, according to 
information gathered by the Asso- 
ciated Press. 

Sub-zero temperatures were record- 
ed in the mountains of southeast Ken- 
tucky today and in north Tennessee 
the mercury mark sank below the zero 
mark, while elsewhere from the 
Ozarks to the Aflantic and down. to 
the Gulf of Mexico’ sub-freezing 
weather prevailed. 

Barbourville, Ky., with an unoffi- 
cial temperature of 12 below zero, 
was believed to be the coldest spot 
in the United States this morning, 
and Clarksville, Tenn., reported read- 
ing of one below. Ice and snow cov- 
ered the. mountains in both states 
and added to the suffering from the 
extreme cold. E 

New Orleans where ice is a rarity 
reported the 27th death. Patrick J. 
McShane, of Toronto, Canada, died in 
a van at a race track there and phy- 
sicians said his death was due to a 
combination of exposure and intoxi- 
cation,

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FIGHT ON MENDICANTS 


Leaders Disappointed at 
Council’s Refusal To Pass 
Ordinance. 


Efforts of the Atlanta Community 
Chest to remove beggars from the 
streets, thwarted Monday by action 
of city council in tabling an ordi- 
dance to that effect, will be contin- 
ued, it was announced Tuesday by 
H. M. Atkinson, president of the 
Chest, and Roy LeCraw, general 
chairman of the Chest’s campaign for 
public support. 

“We have made a pledge to the 
people of Atlanta to remove beggars 
from the city’s streets by providing 
shelter and means of independence in 
worthy cases,” said Mr. LeCraw. “The 
city council has seen fit to refuse 
its assistance in this move, in spite 
of our appeals. but we shall not rest 
on that action.” 

Mr. Atkinson said he deplored the 
action of council, which was unexpect- 
ed after the tax committee of that 
body had given approval to an ordi- 
nance designed to bar beggars from 
public solicitation of alms. 

‘The action was taken despite our 
efforts and our appeals, and despite 
the general wishes of the community, 
which has long been asking removal 
of mendicants,” said Mr. Atkinson. 
“We have sought for years to protect 
Atlanta from imposters who — have 
evaded every attempt to guide them 
into self-supporting and honest toil 
and who continue to prey upon the 
public. We have offered care, med- 
ical attention, and the chance of self- 
support for every worthy case, but 
whether for political motives or other- 
wise this offer has been rejected by 
the city council. The offer still helds 
good.”

One of the foremost reasons for the 
progress of temperance in England, 
Carter said, is the changed attitude 
of British youths toward liquor. 

“The new generation,” he said, “is 
far less likely to form the alcohol 
habit than its predecessors. Hygiene 
and temperance are being taught in 
state schools throughout the country 
under the sanction of the board of 
education. This instruction is not vet 
compulsory, but every year it is be- 
coming more general. 

“The churches also are devoting 
more time to educating boys and girls 
in temperance,” |

The rigid grid-like layout of 
most new world towns may suit the 
business of the realtors and may be 
more efficient for the traffic, though 
experts differ sharply on that ques- 
tion. But there can be no doubt it 
is in part responsible for that monot- 
onous appearance which so many 
American critics deplore when they 
consider the cities of their native land. 

Street-Naming Praised. 

Again, Atlanta has refused to fol- 
low the crgwd in numbering her 
streets like so many convicts serving 
out their time. How much pleasanter 
it is to search for Peachtree, Spring 
and Cherry than for Thirty, Ten or 
West Fifteenth! Strange to say, the 
worst offender in this matter is the 
capital itself, with whole companies 
of national heroes to draw upon for 
names. Yet Washington distinguishes 
most of its spacious thoroughfares like 
the points of some nightmare compass, 
with N. W. 17, S. B. 10 and so 
forth, all cut at proper intervals by 
A, B, C and the rest of the alphabet 
in procession as though the city were 
a crossword puzzle! 

A residence of only a few days does 
not qualify one to speak with compre- 
hensive assurance or nice discrimina- 
tion of the buildings which compose 
this town. One may, however, be 
permitted to remark that it was At- 
lanta’s misfortune to be rebuilt at a 
time when commercial and domestic 
architecture were in the depths; so 
it is a matter of congratulation that 
she possesses a number of fine build- 
ings rather than for surprise that 
there are many which fall short. I 
refer, of course, to the city proper, 
excluding the newer residential sub- 
urbs which are mostly charming and 
fully equal to the high standard set 
by modern American domestic archi- 


tecture. 
Beauty of Capitol. 

First among the city’s buildings 
must come the capitol, whose classic 
dignity befits admirably its function 
as the forum of the Empire State. A 
striking contrast is the new city hall 
near by, with its glistening tower and 
gothic-modernist style, which recalls 
the new medical school of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. For a civic en-

stein murder, became considerably 
more robust today, although still short 
several important features. 


Witnesses—policemen. detectives, a 
telephone girl, a hotel clerk, a tailor, 
a bellboy, and a considerably scared 
restaurant cashier—were called in 
rapid order, each adding his bit to the 
story. At the close of the day these 
main points had been brought before 
the jury: 

An admission by the defense that 
the man who registered at the Park 
Central hotel as George A. Richards, 
of Newark, and who occupied room 
349 where Rothstein allegedly was 
shot, was the defendant, McManus. 


Evidence that a telephone call was 
made from the room to a number sup-

the cashier at “Lindy’s” received a 
message for Rothstein from a man 
who said he was McManus, The mes- 
sage was for Rothstein to call room 
349 at the Park Central. 


Filed After Death. 


Testimony that an hour after the 
shooting McManus’ brothers, Tom and 
Frank, refused to tell detectives where 
George might be found, although they 
offered to produce him if necessary; 
and that he was in flight for three 
weeks. 

The assertion by detectives that 
McManus surrendered after James D. 
©. Murray, his attorney, had had a 
“conversation” with District Attorney 
J. B. Banton. 

Evidence that Mrs. McManus left 
her apartment the day after the shoot- 
ing and was gone for three weeks, 
during which time the apartment was 
closed. 

Testimony as to how Abe Bender, 
taxi driver, saw a pistol fall to the 
street under the window of room 349 
of the Park Central about the time 
of the shooting. This was amplified 
by presentation in court of the win- 
dow screen from room 349, showing a 
rip in the screen through which the 
state contends some one threw the 
pistol,

Perhaps 
the most charitable view may be that 
Peter was a sick man, physically and 
above all, mentally.

vention in its internal affairs. The 
soviet union has constantly pursued 
this policy and intends to pursue it 
independently of the Paris paet for 
abolition of war. 

During recent years the Nanking 
government, evading by its usual meth- 
ods, settlement of the conflict by dip- 
lomatic ways, has carried on toward 
the soviet union a provocative policy

Re-established Confidence. 


“T am convinced that through these 
measures we have re-established con- 
fidence. Wages should remain stable. 
A very large degree of industrial un- 
employment and_ suffering which 
would otherwise have occurred has 
been prevented. Agricultural prices 
have reflected the returning confi- 
dence. The measures taken must be 
vigorously pursued until normal con- 
ditions are restored.” 

Discussing the tariff, the president 
repeated the wortion of his message 
submitted to the special session of con- 
gress in which he asked for an ef- 
fective tariff on © .cricultural prod- 
duets,” and “some limited changes” in 
industrial schedules. He _ reiterated 
that he desired “the broad principle” 
of the flexible provision of the pend- 
ing bill to be retained. Mr. Hoover's 
views in this connection recently were 
disregarded by the senate. 

No real conflict, the chief execu- 
tive said, existed between the “east 
and the west or the north and the 
south.” Bonds which hold them to- 
gether, he added, “‘should not and can- 
not be shattered by differences of 
opinion erowing out of discussion of 
a tariff,” 

Referring to the forthcoming Lon- 
don naval limitations conference, the 
president said, “We hold high hopes 
that success may attend this effort.” 
Upon this conference, he added, will 
depend such moderation as this coun- 
try may make in naval expenditure, 

“If we shall be compelled,” Mr. 
Hoover asserted, “to undertake the na- 
val construction implied in the Wash- 
ington arms treaty as well as other 
construction which would appear to 
be necessary if no international agree- 
ment can be completed, we shall be 
committed during the next six years 
to a construction expenditure of up- 
ward of $1,200,000, besides the 
necessary further increase in costs 
for annual upkeep,” 

Mr. Hoover contended that the 
country “can well be deeply concern- 
ed,” at the growing expense of na- 
tional defense. While its forces were 
comparatively small, he said, yet 
American expenditures are in “excess 
of the most highly militarized nations 
of the world.” 

Farming Improving. 

The agricultural situation, the presi- 
dent said, “is improving.” He added 
farm leaders had assured him “that 
u large measure of confidence is re- 
turning to agriculture and that a feel- 
ing of optimism pervades that in-

sation; insurance benefits have been 
liberalized. Emergency officers are 
now receiving additional benefits. The 
doors of the government’s hospitals 
have been opened to alJl veterans, even 
though their diseases or injuries were 
not the pesult 98 og war —_— 
In addition adjusted service certit!- 
cates have been issued to 3,438,300 
veterans. This in itself will mean an 
expenditure of nearly$3,500,000,000 
before 1945, in addition to the $600,- 
000,000 which we are now appropri- 
ating annually for our veterans’ relief. 

“The administration of all laws 
concerning the veterans and their de- 
pendents has been upon the basis of 
dealing generously, humanely, and 
justly. While some inequalities have 
arisen, substantial and adequate care 
has been given and justice admin- 
istered. Further improvement in ad- 
ministration may require some amend- 
ment from time to time to the law, 
but care should be taken to see that 
such changes conform to the basic 
principles of the legislation. | 

“Tl am convinced that we will gain 
in efficiency, economy, and more unl- 
form administration and better defini- 
tion of national policies if the pen- 
sion bureau, the National Home for 
Volunteer Soldiers and the Veterans 
Bureau are brought together under a 
single agency. ‘The total appropria- 
tions to these agencies now exceed 
$800,000,000 per annum.”
